WASHINGTON, July 29.— 


fLaminon De Valera, president of 
the Irish republic, in a statement 
issued here tonight through Irish 
republican headquarters denied 
that he had advised acceptance of 
dominion home rule proposals for 
Treland. 

Dublin dispatches yesterday 
said reports were being circulated 
privately there that De Valera had 
sent word that a dominion settle- 
ment should be accepted. 


DUBLIN, July 29. — “Permanent 
Peace can ‘be arranged between Ire- 
land and England on the basis of Eng- 
land now explicitly accepting the first 
conditions of peace laid down by Pre- 
kident Wilson in a speech in New York 
on September 27th, 1918 on the issues 
of the great war,” said Arthur Grif- 
fith founder of the Sittin Fein to the 
Associated Press, in discussing the 
Freeman's Journa] suggestion 
lreland 
home rule, 


“In that speech President Wilson ! 


raid: ‘The military powers of no na- 
tion shall be suffered to determine the 
fortunes of peoples over whom they 
have no right to rule except the right 
of force. 

“Peace on that (basis, continued 
Mr. Griffith, “was arranged after a 
prolonged conflict ‘between Switzer- 
land and France by the treaty of 
Fribourg, in 1516. That peace has 
since endured. 

Mere Kite-Fiying 

“The suggestion of the Freeman's 
Journal is mere kite-flying. It speaks 
for nobody but itself. The Dail Eir- 
rean has elected delegates of the 
Irish people, willing to negotiate with 
England on equal terms, but it does 
not intend to be tricked, ad so of-en 
fn the past. Aa Eammon De Valera 
has eald, the Sinn Féin would nego- 
tiate with England along the lines of 
the first section of the Platt. amend- 
ment regarding Cuba. 

“Ta fact, once freé, it would be to 
Ireland's interests to be on friendly 
tenms rwith England, her best; custom- 
er, Had Ireland been independent 
in the late war she would have sided 
with England, because if England had 
been defeated it would have fbeen 
Treland’s turn next. However, we 
are now a free nation, with our parlia- 
ment and courts in being.” 

Mr, Griffith said..Viscount French, 
lord Meutenant of Ireland, gave the 
whole policy of Great Britain away 
avhert he declared in January that th2 
trouble was due to restricted emi- 
gration which hag left in Ireland 200,- 
090 young men. 

To Fight for Freedom } 

“We have shown these young men,” 
Mr. Griffith continued, “!t was their 
duty to remain and fight for freedom, 
which Ireland has made more pro- 
gress in the last five years than in the 
previous one hundred years. Eng- 
land proposes severe measures, She 
cannot do worse than she already has 
done, and what has it availed her?” 

Mr. Griffith characterized Premier 
Lloyd George's refusal to allow Arch- 
bishop Mannix of Australia to land in 
Ireland as fine propaganda for the 
Ginn Fein, because, he said, it would 
enhance interest in their cause in 
America and in Australja and other 
British dominions, 

“He will get a great reception when 
he comes,” said Mr. Griffith. “But 
he will be preaching to the converted, 
for the recent elections have shown 
that eighty-five per cent of the people 
are republicans.”

DUBLIN, July 29.—-The Irish railwaymen who have dislocated 
traffic in various parts of the country, thereby causing a scrious food 
shortage in some places, by refusing to move trains carrying munitons 

| and armed guards, claim to have won at least a partial victory over the 
| government, as evidenced by a communication from the military auth- 
orities to the railway manager. It is announced that military guards 
henceforth will not be furnished for goods sent by railway and that 
owing to the state of the country it is not at present proposed to use 
the railways for the transport of munitions, 

This apparently ends the railway difficalty #0 fur as concerns 
freight trains, but passenger traffic still liable to obstruction by the 
refusal of railwaymen to carry armed police or soldiers as passengers. 

The railroaders assert that the government's latest decision is a 
climb down from the u mising attitude first assumed by thc 
premicr in his interview with the railway men.

RAILWAY TARIFF 
NEEDS REVISION 
~TOBENEFIT WEST 


Edmonton Shippers Declare for 
Concerted Action to Seek 
Adjustment

While it was realised that some in- 
crease is necessary to present rail- 
way tariffs, Edmonton eaippers 
numbering in tae neighborhood of 
fifty who met in the Macdonald 
hotel at noon ‘Thursday, voiced a 
strong opinion that a re-adjustment 
of tariff rates is necessary in order to 
bring about a more equitable equal- 
ization of railway tariffs between east 
and west. 

To this end the question will be re- 
ferred back to the committee on 
transportation of the Edmonton 
Board of Trade and the support of the 
main distributing centres of Alberta 
will be asked in favor of a plea before 
the Board of Railway commissioners 
that the tariff equalization question 
between east and west be given 
thorough consideration toward ad- 
justment. 

Want Concerted Action 

Support will be asked from Calgury, 
Lethbridge, Red Deer, Camrose, 
Medicine Hat, Swift Current, Moose 
Jaw, Seskatoon, North Battleford, 
Weyburn, Prince Albert and other 
points and it is hoped that evidence 
will be furnished by these centres 
that will provide the neuclus for a 
strong case to be tmken before the 
Board of Railway commissioners by 4 
counsel that may be appointed to re- 
present the joint interests of Alberta 
shippers, 

The question therefore js still under 
discussion, but Edmonton § shippers 
are unanimous in the opinion that a 
protest should be made against the 
adoption of a flat increase rate to be 
applicable throughout the country. 

It is thought that the west has been 
idiscriminated against too lone in the 
matter of rairway tariffs. When in- 
creases were made to the tariffs on 
western hauls in the pioneer days, 
there was some justification for the 
discrimination. But jt js felt now that 
ithe pioneer days have passed and that 
the west should be given the same 
("isa as those given in the cast. 

Edmonton shippers declare they are 
lfavorable to the increased rate asked 
by the raihway companies, but are 
emphatic in their statements that the 
rate strould not be a flat one. If 
thirty per cent. Increase is» necessary 
to the railways, then meet the require- 
ment by assessing the east 35 per 
cent. and the west 25 per cent., is the 
suggestion made by business men in 
Edmonton.

Angus [McDonell] of (Ray, brought to 
the Bulletin office on Thursday a box 
of strawberries grown in his garden.

The exhibits of horses comparative- 
ly speaking ‘were quite light. Most 
reeds were represented and there 
were some very good grades, however, 


in the majority of classes there was 
little or no competition, ®. J. Har- 


tell's ‘well known Suffolk etallion with 
which he won the, premier honors in 
Edmonton and Calgary, ‘was exhibited, 
and was easily the best horse on the 
grounds. This is an _ outstanding 
specimen of the breed ‘with good flat 
bone, and is an exceptionally clean 
goer.

Wet Premiums Amounted to Near- 
ly $47,000,000 in 1919—Life 
Business 


Ottawa, July 29—(C.P.)—That the 
re insurance companies operating in 
the Dominion in 1919 experienced one 
of the most prosperous years of the 
‘whole half century over which the re- 
words of the department extend, is a 
suaeenept made in the report of the 
‘Dominion insurance branch of the de- 
partment of finance in jts report re- 
wently issued. 

The year opened ominously ‘with a 
mumber of high losses, but conditions 
subdacquently improved and it turned 
rout to be for al! classes of business “a 
yee, of almost unexampled prosper- 

y.” ny 

Net premiums amounted to almost 
forty-four million dollars, as compar- 
ed with slightly over thirty-cight mil- 


liona in 1918. Net cash received for }. 


premiums wae just under forty mil- 
Mon doltars; while the net losses paid 
mounted to leas thaa seventeen mil- 
Sions. 

On the life insurance eide of the 
business, the outstanding features of 
the year's operation were the exces- 
salve mortality in the early months, 
due to influenza, and the large amount 
of new business written hy all the 
compazies. The total amount of 
claims collected during the first three 
months of the year, due to deaths 
from the “flu” was approximately 
three milliow dollars. The amount 
Was smal] as compared with the last 
three million dollars. The amount 
of ‘flu’ victims recefved over seven 
millions in death dues. The epidemic, 
as a whole, during these six months, 
cost the life insurance companies over 
ten million dollare compered with 
total war mortatty for fifty-one 
monthe of Jeas than eighteen million 
dollars.

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Our starting-point is Stephen— i 
the station known as Stephen, not Hay 
Mount Stephen. We have a good high fam 
start, for although passengers 
travelling through the mountains 
may not realize it, Stephen is the 
highest-up station on the C. P. R., 
and the highest in Canada—a good 
6,326 feet above the sea-level, It <1 
less than a quarter of a mile West 
of the “Great Divide” where all C. 
P, R, passenger trains stop. Here f 
is also the boundary line between 
the provinces of Alberta and British 
Columbic and the entrance of the 
Kicking Horse Pass, 

At first our trail seems bet a 
winding path. It is the regular trail 
between Lake Louise and Field that 
we are on now, Away over at our 
right tower the giant peaks,—Ogden 
and Daly, while beyond peeps Field. 

At Hector we come to Wapta Lake 
which has its origin in the very 
glacier and Jake we are on our way 
to visit, about 8 miles further up. 
It is interesting, too, to note that 
over there at the Western end of the 
lake is the beginning of the famous 
Kicking Horse River, the lake at
